$7-Million Fraud Laid to Mrs.

᾿ς Brezhnev Replies to Carter: 
‘Statements Sound Positive’ 


MOSCOW, Aug. 16 (UPI)—In 
@ response to President Carter’s 
bid for warmer U.S.-Soviet rela- 
tions, President Leonid Erezhnev 
said today he “will willingly look 
for mutually acceptable solutions” 
to problems, 

Mr, Brezhnev’s remarks during 
a dinner for visiting Yugo- 
slay President Tito were the first 
from the Sovict leader about Mr. 
Carters July 21 speech in 
Charleston, S.C. 

“We are 811 familiar with the 
latest statements by President 
Carter,” Mr. Brezhnev said. 

“He speaks, in particular, about 
the US, desirability of developiag 
Soviet-U.S. relations in the inter- 
ests of strengthenirg universal 
peace, Compared wtih the pre- 
vious moves by the U.S, admiris- 
tration, these statements sound 
positive. 

Language, Deeds 

“Well, if there is 8 wish to 
translate them into the lanzuage 
of practical deeds. ve will willing- 
ly look for mutually acceptable 
solutions.” 

ΤᾺ his speech, Mr, Carter said 
he believes the people of both 
countries “have a yearning for 
Peace.” 

“It is up to all of us to help 
make that unspoken passion into 


ang myself,” who hold the power 
of war in their hands. 

Regarding U-S.-Soviet relations 
—particularly the stalled talks 
on strategic arms limitations— 
Mr. Carter said if the Soviet 
Union has a “misconception of 
our motives, we will redouble our 
efforts to make them clear.” 

In apparent reply. Mr. Brezh- 
ney said, “I would like to stress 
one thing: Ii 3 good iniliniive 
appears anywhere, we are siways 
ready to respond to it." 

The Soviet press has been 
highly critical of Mr. Carter's 
buman rights campaign in addi- 
tton to what it viers as an 
attempt by the United States to 
step up the arms race. 

Mr. Brezhnev criticized what he 


it “a smoke screen for ‘axiother 
round of the arms race." 

“This connection has become 
particularly obvious after the 
United States adopted 2 decision 
to develop the production of 
Cruise misstles and to allocate 
funds for the neutron bomb.” 

Mr. Brezhnev said. however. 
that “seeing the negative features 
im the development of interna- 
tional relations, we do not hold 
at all that they alone determine 
the situation in the world.” 

He said “the successful and 
versatile development of peaceful 
cooperation among dozens of 
Staten with different social svs- 
tems takes place all the time.” 

Tito Praised 

‘The Soviet leader also praised 
the independent-minded Marshal 
Tito and Yugoslav-Soviet rela- 
tions. but noted that “in the 
practice of our relations some- 
times these or those problems 
arise.” 

But he said there was no prco- 
lem that could not be solved on 
a “reasonable comradely basis.” 

In a gesture of respect, 
Mr. Brezhnev broke off his an- 
nus! vacation on the Black Sea 
and returned to Moscow to greet 
Marshal Tito at the airport. 
Other East European Commu- 
nist leaders have had to go to 
the Crimez to see Mr. Brezhnev. 

Marshal Tito arrived this af- 
ternoon to begin an eight-day 
official visit. He will travel on 
to North Korea and Chinn 

A 50-car motorcade carried 
him through central Moscow τὸ 
the Kremlin, where he will stay.

Search for Nazi Called Off 


Escape Delays Bonn-Rome Summit

BONN, Aug. 16 (WP).—The 
extraordinary escape yesterday of 
8. cancer-ridden Nazi war crimi- 
nal from a Rome prison hospital 
to West Germany has caused the 
postponement of summit talks 
between West German Chancel- 
lor Helmut Schmidt and Italian 
Premier Giulio Ardreotti. 

In addition, the episode has 
created a serious legal and emo- 
tione} tangle for both govern- 
ments which could produce a 
potentially ugiy straim on reia- 
tions that otherwise have been 
guite cood. 

Facing a mixture of humilia- 
tion and anger at home over the 
escape of 70-year-old Herbert 
Kappler, former Rome Gestapo 
chief, Mr. Andreotti’s office said 
today that it wanted “to prevent 
the visit of Chancellor Schmidt 
at @ time when public opinion 
was deeply disturbed ty the 
escape and eould give rise to 
demonstrations which might uu- 
justifiably be Mmterpreted as ἃ 
split in the solid friendship be- 
tween the Italian and German 
people.” 

The Schmidt-Andreotti talks on 
economic and political affairs 
were to be held in Veron. Italy, 
on Priday. They have Seen put 
off until an unspecified time this 
fall by mutual azgreemenz. but at 
the request of the Itahanms, gav- 
ernment spokesmen here and m 
Rome said today. 

In was annovneed iste today 
that police bad called otf the 
search for Keppler and his wif. 
and senior officials said privately 
that the couple's whereabouts was 
mnown. 

Officials indicated privately 
that Eappler would not be ar- 
rested because he was in such 


bad health that he sould not 
travel and because the Coustitu- 
tion assured that he would not 
be extradited. 

The decision not to arrest him 
was 4 state rather than federal 
matter, officials said, and if there 
were to be any legal proceedings 
against Kappler, also judged to 
be highly unlikely. that would be 
4 court decision rather than an 
executive decision.

Street Riot Puts U.K. Into Conflict Between Rights, Order

LONDON. Aug. 16 'WPL— 
Britam's worst street riot in 
years has left this country with 
a familiar and agonizing proh- 
lem in civil liberties: how to 
reconcue the rights of free speech 
and free assembly with the duty 
to protect public order. 

Prime Minister James Cal- 
Jaghan and his key advisers are 
wrestling with the conundrum at 
19 Downing Street this week. If 
Mr. Callaghan fails to come up 
with an instant answer. he can 
hardly be blamed. 

In Saturday's ugly clash in the 
southeast London working-class 
area of Lewisham, about 4.000 
extweme leftists from the Socialist 
Workers party tried to halt—with 
knives, bottles. bricks and am- 
monia—a march of 500 National 
Front nghtists. This racist out- 
fit, with its single issue the goai 
of driving all colored immigrants 
from Britain, had as usual chosen 
to stage its march in a section 
of town where thousands of West 
Indian blacks live, 

Scotland Yard's new police com~ 
missioner, David MeNee. refused 
τὸ heed the pleas to stop the af- 
fair. Instead, he turned out 4,000 
police to protect the National 
Front marchers. The policemen 
were overwhelmed, and 56 were

Front Is Delighted 

The National Front, of course, 
is delighted with the outcome 
and the publicity. And it got 
more of the same yesterday in 
Birmingham, where a supposedly 
“safe” Labor seat will be fought 
over on Thursday. Rising un- 
employment and spiraling prices 
have driven a growing number 
of working-class voters to desert 
the Labor party, and the racist 
National Front, with its black 
scapegoats for British problems.

NABATIYET, Lebanon, Aug. 

(NYT)—By coincidence of 
the lunar calendar, yesterday 
was both the beginning of the 
Moslem fast of Ramadan and 
the celebration of the- Assump- 
tion of the Virgin Mary.

LOS ANGELES. Aug. 1¥.—In a 
scathing report to be submutted 
to President Carter and Congress 
today, the U.S. Civil Rights 
Commission charges that the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission 
has presented a deceptive picture 
of the progress of women and 
minorities in the television in- 
dustry. 

The report claims that. despite 
optimistic statistics issued by the 
FCC, “minorities and women are 
almost totally excluded from de- 
cision-making positions” in the 
industry, 

The report, based on a three- 
year study of FCC data and a 
sample of the hiring practices οὗ 
40 stations, found 2 widespread 
practice of stations upgrading 
titles for minority and female 
employment without commensi~ 
Yate increase in salary or respon- 
sibility. 

“Window Dressing’ 

The report, entitled “Window 
Dressing on the Set,” also claims 
that: 

Φ “Minorities and women—par- 
ticularly minority wonen—con- 
tinue to be underrepresented in 
dramatic programs and on the 
news, and their portrarals con- 
tinue to be stereotyped.” 

@ These stereotypes “are per- 
petuated by the networks in their 
pursuit of higher ratings and 
higher profits.” 

@ Women and minorities are 
used increasingly in “visible posi- 
tions as on-the-air talent... 
ibut] increased visibility on the 
screen without comparable rep- 
resentation in decision-making 
positions suggests that minorities 
and women serve merely as 
window dressing.” 

® The FCC, rather than force 
compliance by broadcasters with 
equal opportunity standards, has 
assisted the broadcasters in eva-

Collaboration Cited

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30 Years of Freedom 


Some Indians, doubtless, were unhappy 
that the arrest of 10 officlals, including 
four close te former Premuer Indira Gandhi, 
eame on the day that India was celebrating 
the 30tn anniversary of tts freedom from 


British rule. But they should not forget that 
the United States rejoived in the bicentenary 
of its independence in the wake of defeat 
in war and the complex evils of Watargate: 
and. uf anything, the rejowing Was the 
greater because the nation had ridden out 2 
severe storm. 

India has Inown a number of storms slice 
George VI. King of England. ceased to be 
Emperor of India. The first was the parti- 
tion of the subcontinent into India and Pak- 
{stan: It brought terrible rioting and de- 
struction and left a legacy of dispute that 
led to several wars. And India has known 
the dictutorship imposed by Indira Gandhi, 
whieh she lifted suificiently to permit the 
yeters to oust her from office. 

The present Prime Minister. Morarji Desai, 
represents an older. more Indian tradition 
than did his chief predecessors, the Nehrus, 
father and daughter. He draws nis strength 
from Mahatma Gandhi, who in turn drew 
his from the Indian soil and the Hindu 
religion. Whether this, with its emphasis 
on rural simplicity, can meet the challenge 


af an mvreasingly industrialized world and 
an increasingly over-populated India re- 
mains to be seen. 

But at least Mr. Desai has extracted his 
political office from the will of the Indian 
people and has not, as Mrs. Gandhi, imposed 
the power of that office on the people. And. 
if his approach should faul, as matters now 
stand he can be criticized and voted out of 
office, India remains in the hands of the 
Indian people. 

Independence οἱ a nation should mean in- 
dependence of the people: too often. in the 
postwar upsurge of nationalism. it has meant 
domination by military or political groups 
within the country that do not doubt that 
their country should be free from alien rule 
—bul are convinced that if must be con- 
trolled by some dictatorship of soldiers of 
Communists who in their turn often rely on 
‘alien support. India, after 30 years. is still 
Tuled by its own peope as 4 whole, and tne

of native will. not of foreign or domestic 
authoritarians. This does not mean that 
India will necessarily solve its crowdinz 
problems. but it does mean that Indias will 
seek, In the mass of people, the answers to 
those problems, And that is a sood com- 
memoration for a day marking national 
independence. 


Griffin Bell’s Foreign Policy 


The attorney general. Griffin Bell. chided 
ome foreign governments—unnamed—last 
week on the subject of antitrust enforcement, 
The United States stands ready to help other 


governments with evidence and witmesses in . 


intermational eases, ne said, and it expects 
other governments to reciprocate. That 
might seem fair enough. But. like many 
things that seem fair enough at first glance, 
there's 8 bit more to it. 

The countries that Mr. Beil nad in mind 
were primarily Canada. and perhaps Britain. 
The subject is not merely normal trade, but 
the accelerating worldwide scramble for 
energy. “Let me make clear to you,” 
Mr. Bell told the American Bar Association, 
“that I deem onr criminal mvestigation of 
the international uranium industry and our 
civil investigation of the irternational oil 
industry matters of fundameniai United 
States interest. We are under obligation to 
de ail that we reasonabiy ean to prosecute 
foreign private cartels which have the pur- 
pose and effect of eausing significant eco- 
nontie harm in the United States...” The 
key word is “private.” Mr. Bell does not in- 
tend to prosecute OPEC, the oli cartel, which 
is composed of governments. But what 
about the private eompanies that do the 
bidding of a government-ruz eartei as the 
necessary condition of producing oll, or ura- 
nium, in 2 foreign country? 

The uranium cartel was ied, through its 
short life, by the Canadian government. Like 
other countries with off or gas or uranium 
to export, the Canadians took the view that 
they were protecting @ vital national re- 
source. Over the past year the uranium- 
producing companies In Canada have been 
getting a deluge of subpoenas from Amer- 
lean courts and congressional committees, 


The Chilean 


For four years an agency known as DINS 
has been imprisoning. torturing and killing 
the opponents, real and imagined, of the dic- 
tatorship in Chile. Now, however. General 
Pinochet deciares that this infamous secret 
police agency, having “completed ‘its! dell- 
eate national security functions,” has been 
dissolved. Its intelligence function is to be 
done by a new agency lacking its power to 
make arrests and to operate outside the judi- 
celal system. 

One could conclude merely that General 
Pinochet ran out of victims, But that judg- 
ment implies that the Chilean people have 
lost the heart to aspire to the return of free- 
dom. We don't think that’s the case. To use 
an analogy. we suspect that the regime is ex- 
perimenting with a form of rule that relies 
less on Stalin-style intimidation than on 
Brezhnev-style manipulation of police, pro- 
paganda. economic and other levers. There 
is also a hint that. in recent months. the 
military feared DINA was becoming too in- 
dependent. The junta’s goals may have been 
to cut down a competing power center and. 
in so doing to reach for gteater respect- 
ability. 

A regime as bloody as General Pinochet's 
ean never be forgiven. Even if it now in- 
tends to relax its grip. it must stiil be held 
to account for its past victims, especially the 
hundreds who have “disappeared.” Those 


In response, the Canadian government in+ 
voked its atomic energy control act to pros 
hibit auy of that evidence from leaving Can- 
ada.

Meanwhile, the Westinghouse Corp. nas 
peen trying to gather evidence overseas for 
its sult against members of the cartel One 
of them.

But even 
if they are resolved in Westinghouse's favor, 
that will confront the British courts with a 
much more substantial question: Can a 
British company be forced by one foreign 
government to divulge information that 
another foreign government requires it to 
withhold? 


No one has been unkind enough to men- 
tion it, but this aggressive American interest 
in competitive worldwide energy is rather 
recent, It has risen more or less propor- 
tionately with U.S. imports of foreign fuel. 
To a good many other countries, partic- 
ularly those producing the oii and uranium 
that the United States buys, it looks suspl- 
elously like an attempt to break up the price 
policies that thelr governments have im- 
posed. Mr. Bell chose to overlook the de- 
stee to which these cartels have represented 
the assertion of national interests. Where 
it is governments that set the prices for oil 
or uranium. the Sherman Act is not much 
of a remedy.

who are alive must be produced; those who 
are dead must be identified. It may be un- 
realistic to expect General Pinochet to bring 
to justice the policemen who, at his com- 
mand, tortured and murdered. It is certainly 
not unrealistic to demand the start of an 
accounting for the victims. On the day 
DINA'’s dissolution was announced, eight 
members of ἃ group called Relatives of Miss- 
ing Detainees briefly demonstrated. They 
were themselves detained for three hours. 
Their pleas must be heard. 

For all that dictatorships are ready to 
sacrifice foreign respect for domestic power. 
they are not totally insensitive to pressure 
from abroad. It is fair to attribute some 
part of the Chilean move to President 
Carter's human-rights drive. That Assis- 
tant Secretary of State Todman was in San- 
tlago when the DINA announcement was 
made underlines the point. The United 
States has been conducting a carrot-and- 
stick policy toward Chile, alternately hold- 
ing up aid and critieizing rights violations, 
and offering encouragement when smal! 
forward steps were taken. Given the United 
States’ part in contributing to the establish- 
ment of the Pinochet regime, the American 
Tesponsibility zor helping to undo the damage 
zemains large.

The Kremlin Versus Eurocommunism 


By Victor Zorza 


ONDON.—The erack of the 

whip from the Kremlin, de- 
signed to bring to heel some of 
its East European allies whoa 
were indulging in a mild flirtanon 
with Eurocommunism, seems at 
first sight to have had the de- 
sired effect. But appearances are 
often deceptive. Both the Hun- 
@arians aod the Poles, who 
plainly dragced their feet when 
the Kremlin recently condemn- 
ed the independent line of the 
Spanish Communisi party, have 
now found it necessary to en- 
dorse Moscow's stand. But their 
support has taken a form which 
eannot have given full satisfac- 
tion to the Kremlin, 

The private view of the Hun- 
arian party leader. Janos EKadar, 
4s that Moscow has made an 
unnecessary fuss by urging the 
‘West European Communist par- 
ties to stick to the ald formwas 
about “the dictatorship of the 
proletariat,” and to reject the 
“pluralist” forms ef democratic 
rule. KEadar’s insistence that he 
was “only voicing my oun opin- 
jon. my private opinion" merely 
serves to underline his disagrese- 
ment with the Kremlin, He can 
no more have a “private” opin- 
jon on these matters than Pres- 
ident Carter can have a “pri- 
vate” opinion on the foreign 
policy of the United States. 

‘Private View’ 

Eadar's “private” view—ex- 
pressed at & public press con~ 
ference during his recent visit to 
Rome—was that he hoped that 
the European Communist parties 
would succeed “with the dicta- 
torsh:p of the proletariat or 
without it. whether they estab- 
lish a pluralist form of socialism, 
or some other kind.” So far as 
Moscow ig concerned. there can 
be no socialism without the dic~ 
tatorship of the proletariat, and 
any “pluralist” Jorm of socialism 
would not be socialism at all, 


‘When the Moscow weekly New 
Times recently condemned San- 
tlago Carrillo, the Spanish Com- 
munist leader, for his pluralist 
deviation, the party newspapers 
in both Hungary and Poland 
failed to support the Kremlin 
Tine with anything like the 
enthusiasm shown by such hard~ 
line satellites as, for instance, 
Czechoslovakia. The Polish pariy 
paper, Trybuna Ludv. simply con- 
fined itself io reprinting the New 
Times article. almost ostenta- 
tiously refraining from making 
@ny supporting comment of its 
own. 

Like the Hungarians. the Poles 
feel that their cultural links with 
Western Europe sare ‘far older 
than the political ties that bind 
them to Moscow. ‘This brings 
both of them politically closer to 
Western Communists. whose Eu- 
ropean democratic traditions have 
greater appeal for them. Hence 
their occasional flirtation with 
Eurocommunism, which, they 
hope. might in the long term 
Provide both the example and 
the political support which would 
help them to overcome Moscow's 
objections to the liberalization of 
their own system. 

But the Kremlin evidently de- 
Cided that the silent defiance 
implicit in the fallure te support 
the New Times attack on Carillo 
fs unacceptable. It has evidently. 
Gemanded -that its allies take a 
formal stanc on the issue. and 
this has given Pravda an op- 
portunity to reprint authonta- 
tive articles from both tae Bun- 
garian and Polish party press 
which seem at long Jast to hare 
toed the Moscow line, A succes- 
sion of such articles in Pravda, 
which includes contributions from 
fuch servile parties as the Quter 
Mongotien snd Czechosigvak, 
Seems to have been intended to 
create the impression that Com- 
munists throughout the world 
now support the Kremlin on this 
issue. and that the Spanish Com- 
munists have been effectively 
isolated. 


Milder 


Bui a careful reading of the 
Hunganan and Polish contrigu- 
tions would mot support that 
Impression. True. the articles in 
their parity papers disagree with 
the stand Carrillo took, but they 
are far milder in expressing their 
disagreement than rare tbe Outer 
Mongolian paper, Unen. or the 
Czechoslovak paper. Rude Pravo. 
The Spanish Communists sar 
that Moscow and its closer ax 
Bociates now view them as “little 


Jess than agents of imperialism.” 
and something of that impression 
is certainly conveyed by the more 
hardline articles. 

By contrast, the Hungdrian 
party paper, Nepszabadsag, says 
that Carrillo's attitude might cause 
damage to Communist interests 
“regardless of the intentions” 
with which he started. It leans 
over backwards in order to avoid 
using the kind of offensive lan- 

guage that Moscow did when it 


attacked him. While Moscow's: 


supporters condemn him for re- 
jecting the relevance of Soviet 
experience, Nepszabadsag notes 
that life has confirmed the cor- 
rectness of past experience, but 
also, "in certain cases, its incor- 
Tectness."

Bankrupt, Demoralized Ghana No Longer Africa’s Inspiration 


τς. By David Lamb 

ACCRA, Ghana, Aug. 164—The 
revolutionary “torch has been 
passed. No one looks to Ghana 
anymorg for leadership or inspi- 
ration. - Today Ghana stands 
alone, troubled and uncertain, the 
victim ‘of dreams that once held 
out so. much hope for Africa. 

In the 20 years since becoming 
the first black African state to 
win independence, Ghane has slid 
steadily downhill. 

Tt tried to do more then it was 
capable of doing. 

The ecouomy is paralyzed, ‘the 
food shortage has reached crisis 
proportions. the per-capita income 
is no higher than it was at inde- 
pendence, Inflation is more than 
60 per cent a year, unemployment 
is epidemic; and the local currency 
is ‘virtually worthless, : 

Cocoa production, the backbone 
of a once prosperous economy, 
has falien drastically because of 
mismanagement and neglect. 
Smuggling is so rampant that 
Ghangiams cannot even buy 
locally made products like tooth- 
paste, soap and matches. 
cently seven of the eight hospital- 
operating theaters in Accra were 
not usable because of broken 
equipment. - 

Public dissent is also gtowing. 
Attorneys, students. doctors and 
refinery workers have been on 
Strike in'recent months and their 
message has been clear—the mili- 
tary government headed by Gen. 
Ignatius Acheampong must go. 

Last month Gen. Acheampong 
reluctantly agreed to hold gen- 
era) elections in 1979. But besides 
a voter-registration campaign now 
under way, there are few Signs 
that the government really in- 


. tends to relinquish power. In 


fact, it recently banned the pres- 
ence of Western journalists and 
ordered prison sentences of up to 
10 years for rumormongers. 
A Deceiving Conniry 

“Ghana is deceiving,” a West- 
ern resident said. “On the sur- 
face everything seems 80 calm 
that you can't believe the country 
has such immense problems. 

“You see some soldiers around 
but theyre amiable and well- 
diselplined and most dont even 
carry guns, The people are 
friendly and relaxed like only 
Ghanaians can be, But helow 
the surface you're aware of A 
subtle tension. It's hard to be- 
lieve this isn't.a place just wait- 
ing for a coup to happen.” 
. Tt is reflective of Ghana, and 
certainly to Ghana's credit, that 
the turmoil of reeent months and 
the promise of a return to civil- 
jan rujie have occurred without 
violence: or undue repression. 
Most observers, however, agree 
that Gen. Acheampong’s Supreme 
Military Council is not particu- 
larly harsh by African standards. 

Gen. Acheampong, 45, is a 
practicing Roman Catholic and 
an undistinguished leader who 
considers himself a military man 
first and a politician second. His 
foreign ‘policy is nonalignment, 
his domestic priorities national- 
istic.. There is little evidence 
that the military officers sur- 
rounding him hare much under- 
standing of how to run 2 country. 
_  Probjems of Predecessors 

Since toppling one of the few 
Partiamentary democracies in 
black Africa five years ago, Gen. 
Acheampong has ventured no 
further than Togo and has never 
spent a night out of the country. 
Many of his 10 million country- 
men may blame him for Ghana’s 
decline, but it séems more likely 
that much of the-burden lies with 
his predecessors. 

At independence jn 1957 Ghana 


seemed to have a bright future.- 


The British had left a substan- 
tial physical and social infra- 
structure. The civil service was 
one of the most efficient in Afri- 
ca. Foreign reserves stood at $481 
million. The cocoa plantations 
were prosperous and farmers were 
comparatively well-off. 

The man who inherited tho 
presidency in 1957 was Ewame 
Nkrumah, a charismatic figure 
who proclaimed himself the sym- 
bol of the new Africa.- In those 
early years Third World leaders 
went to Accra to pay homage to 
him and his vision of black con- 
sciousness helped in independence 
movements throughout Africa. 
“Mr. Nérumah believed that 
black nations would never escape 
servitude until they ended their 


Re-| 


dependence on agriculture and 
moved toward a manufacturing 
economy based on finished prod- 
ucts made from primary produce. 
It was the first of many of his 
decisions that moved Ghana to- 
ward its decline. 

Ghana's prosperity was squand- 
ered with extraordinary speed to 
fulfill Mr. Nkrumsh’s visions. 
More than $16 million was spent 
on a conference center for 2 
single meeting, 59 million on a 
showpiece highway. $17 million 
on ἃ dry dock at Tema. Within 
five years, the foreign reserves 
were gone. Within seven. the na- 
tional debt had soared to more 
than $1 biiHon. 


Amid the corruption and dis- 
sent that followed. Mr. Nkrumah 
became ruthless and suspicious. 
He jailed his opponents, declared 
himself president for life, reduced 


the parliament to a single-party 
rubber stamp body, passed a law 
permitting the imprisoument of 
dissidents without trial and mor- 
ed closer to the Communist world. 
1966 Coup 

In 1966 Mr. Nkrumah was over- 
thrown by the Ghanaian Army 
and police force. It seemed an 
empty ending for a man who 21 
years earlier, after a decade ot 
Studying and travehmg in ihe 
United States, had written: “I 
Saw the Statue of Liberty with 
her arm raied as if in a personal 
farewel) to me. 1 said silently. 
“You have opened my eyes to the 
true meaning of liberty. I shill 
never rest until I have carried 
your message to Africa.” 

Today the country that once 
Offered Africa the promise of 
self-reliance and black identity is 
a backwater but it is not a poor 


country. It has the potential of 
a diversified economic base. Its 
people are industrious and pleas- 
ant. Tis muneral wealth and 
agricultural potential is at least 
a5 great as that im neighboring 
Ivory Coast. 

Years Nkrumab, who died 
in ex in Guinea in 1972, ridicul~ 
ed Presidert Félix Houphouet- 
Boigny of the Ivory Coast for 
choosing 2 nonradical course that 
relied on agricultura] production, 
eipatriate expertise and grovth 
before development. That deci- 
sion, however, has made the Ivory 
Coast today the most prosperous 
coun:ry in black Africa. 

“You go your way and I'll go 
mune,” Mr. Houphouet-Boigny 
told Mir. Nkrumah in the mid- 
3860s, “and in 10 years we'll see 
where we are” *

Strained Anew on Mining Deal

JOHANNESBURG. Aug. 16 
INYT).—Relations between the 
South African government and 
the country's largest business en- 
terprise. Harry Oppenheimer's 
Anglo-American Corp. of South 
Afriea, often uneasy in recent 
years, have been strained anew 
by the government's controversial 
decision to block 2 s345-million 
deal under which Angh-American 
would have taken control of the 
state-owned manganese producer, 
South African Manganese Amcor 
Led. 

The decision has been widely 
interpreted in the business com~ 
munity as a political rebuff to 
Anglo-American, the giant min~ 
ing house, and to Mr. Oppen~ 
heimer perconally. The 68-year~ 
old executive has long been an 
opponent of the country's racial 
policies, and has spent millions of 
dollars of his own and his coni~ 
pany’s money ‘which despite its 
name is South African owned 
and dominated by Mr. Oppenheim 
er: to improve black education, 
housing and other interests. 

The government has offered 
vigorous denials of any political 
motivations, insisting that its rea~ 
sons forrejecting the Oppenbeim- 
er bid were as given at the time 
of the decision early this month. 
The Cabinet announcement then 
said thai the state-owned Iron 
and Steel Corp, of South Africa 
had been instructed to reject bids 
for us 43-per-cent holding in 
the mangauese company because 
of “the magnitude of the propos- 
ed transaction and the strategic 
nature of the minerals and prod- 
ucts involved.” 

Disbelief Cited 

Even then, the announcement 
Was greeted with disbelief from 
business Jeaders anj financial 
spokesmen for the opposition 
parties in Parliament. as well as 
from publications that oppose 
apartheid, the official system of 
racial separation and subordina- 
tion. The Rand Daily Mail. in a 
typical reaction, described the 
government's reasoning as “a 
flimsy pretext.” and said that the 
decision had set an ominous prec- 
edent for political interference 
in the marketplace.

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Bunuel’s Latest Among His Best

PSRis. Aug. 16 \(THT).—At 77 
the Spanish-sorn Luis Buiuel 
remains 85 dexterous a cirector 
as is now in active practice. Fel- 
ni and, occasionally. Inemar 
Bergman are his only peers. 

It is elmost half 2 century 
since he made his debut as a 
eineaste, introducing surrealism 
his experimental “Un Chien 
Andalou” and “L’Age a’Or,” which, 
ealled indecent and blasphemous 
‘oy she censors. caused a scandai 
οἵ major proportions. 

iis work thereafter, some 23 
motion pictures. has been notabie 
for its distinctive personal style 
and its smooth blend of ironic 
humor, Buriuel seems to derive 
from no one. Be is a complete 
original and his latest contribu- 
tion, “Cet Obscur Objet du Désir” 
sat the Normandie, the Miramar 
and the Odéon). is in his very 
best manner. 

“Cet Obscur Objet du Desir” 
ws ἃ screen version of Fierre 
Louvs’s “La Femme et ie Pan- 
tin.’ The celebrated novel has 
been filmed before, most notably 
by Josef von Sternberg as “The 
Devil Is 2 Woman” with Marlene 
Dietrich as its mischief-making 
siren, In silent days. Geraldine 
Farrar. the epera singer. mutely 
enacted the impetuous nuisance 
and more recently Brigitte Bardot 
appeared in this role. But Bufuel. 
needless to say. bas not turned 
out a remake. What be has done 
is to take the Louys theme and 
fashion it to ends of his own, 

The setting is not the pictur- 
esoue Spain of the nineties: it 
is starkly of today. The 
tempestuous Concha is not just 2 
capricious wanton profiting from 
her sado-masochistic relation with 
an older men, In the Busuel 
adaptation she is a member of a 
terrorist. gang. 

In reconstructed form. the 
Louys tale begins with the wealthy 
Frenchman boarding 8 Paris- 
bound express in Seville with his 
inescapable tormentor in pursuit. 
He douses her with a pail of 
water when she tries to ciimb 
eboard and the passengers in his 
eompartment, scandalized by his 
act, await an explanation. Dur- 
ing the course of the journey he 
tells them of his affair and it is 


materialized in a series of flash- 
backs, 

Concha is a Spanish refugee 
who has been engaged as 3 
servant in his Parisian mansion. 
He falls in love at first sight. 
When, however, he makes am- 
orous overtures she disappears, 
leaving him frantic. Chance brings 
about many reunions and at each 
of them she submits him to hor- 
ritle humiliations, always Tetus- 
ing to surrender. 

The bizarre incidents have ἃ 
splendid theatrical verve and 8 
sinister glow as they are related 
by Buduel, Always ingenious in 
his methods, he has selected two 
young actresses—Carole Bouquet 
and Angela Molina—to alternate 
in the single role of Concha. 
They bear no particular resem- 
blance to one another, but the 
suggestion is that to the passion- 
ridden protagonist the object of 
his desires is of infinite verietr. 
This bit of inventive trickery 
produces rewarding results. 

Both young ladies—Miss Bou- 
guet. a beauty akin to Candice 
Bergen. is still a student at the

“Cet Ob- 
secur Objet du Désir” is another 
distinguished photeplay from its 
veteran creator. a film of cher- 
acteristic sardonic overtones and 
one that casts a hypnotic spell.

The Shabby Bazaar of Bukhara Endures 


By Christopher S. Wren 


UKHARA, U.S.S.R. (NYT) —Somewhere 

beyond the dusty labyrinth of scorehed 
alleys with heroic revolutionary names such 
as Kirov, Chapayev or Kommunist Street 
lies what remains of Bulhara’s legendary 
bazaar. 

So relentless is the summer sun that 
pedestrians jostle each other to embrace 
the shady side of the low, mud-faced build- 
angs, But in the open marketplace, 
farmers busily shovel potatoes from 2 
truck for eventual sale at 25 cents a pound, 
4 small donkey lurches up, dragging 5. 
cart overflowing with onions for 6 cents 
ἃ pound. 

Bukhara, a city with roots that some 
Soviet archaeologists place back as far as 
2.500 years, flourished once as the com- 
merciai center of Central Asia, It em- 
braced as many as 50 different markets 
and 4) caravansaries, where caravans from 
Persia. Afghanistan and India were 
quartered and their goods stored. 

Here crowds teemed around the in- 
numerable stals, haggling over weapons, 
harnesses. carpets. ornate goki and silver 
karakul fleece. colorful silks. spices, camels 
and frightened slaves. The economy was 
self-sustaining enough that a century ago 
Bukhara is reported to have had but one 
Russian rendent merchant. A classic 
Baedeker’s guide, written in 1914, called 
the “very extensive and richly stored” 
bazaar the town's chief attraction and 
cautioned outsiders that “purchases of any 
extent should not be made without the as- 
sistance of an intelligent resident.” 


Wake of Revelution 


In the wake of a Communist rerolution, 
in 1920. the trade was shifted into stores 
run by the state. Soviet rubles and kopeks 
replaced the tengas and puhis of the old 
Bukhara emirate as Jegal tender, But the 
bazaar in Bukhara. as in other Central 
Asian towns, survives because it still offers 
ἃ prime selection of vezetables and fruits 
from private farm plots and because it 
demonstrates an abiding knack for turning 
up Wares that are hard to find in more 
prosaic Soviet retail outlets, 

The old rifles and saddles, hand-tooled 
and inlaid with ivory, have given way to a 
trade in equally precious automobile spare 
parts. On Sunday when commerce is 
busiest at the bazaar, shoppers who arise 
in time to beat the sun and the crowds 
can find the occasional bargain, whether 
an heirloom bracelet or modish clothing 
from Eastern Europe. 

During the weekdays, a market thrives 
on fruit and vegetadles. Vine-ripened
